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Right To Know 

A bill has. been introduced in the Illinois 
General Assembly to change the requirements of 
annual financial statement publications of muni- 
cipal governments. A similar bill would make 
similar changes in the 'publication of annual fi- 
nancial statements of county officials." 

The change jvoiild make , it unnecessary- for 
such statements to list who the money was paid 
to and what it was spent for. 

One of the arguments advanced for passage 
of the bill is that no one reads these financial 
statements anyway. A sweeping assertion, and 
we certainly hope it's untrue. 

If the average citizen doesn't bother to read 
the statement, there are certainly many who do. 
.Various contractors must quite frequently find 
these statements of interest. And certainly news- 
paper personnel will peruse them. Government 
officials of other like agencies must find them of 
interest, for comparison. 

Publication of financial statements has long 
been a very effective watchdog, discouraging not 
only graft but favoritism .in awarding contracts 
and inefficiency. It's a very small expenditure, so 
even economy in government can not be an ef- 
fective plea for discontinuing^. 1 changing the 
present practice. 

There are many areas of government where 
present laws are admittedly outmoded and inef- 
fective. Our busy legislators might much better 1 ' 
spend their time -considering effective changes in 
these laws than waste valuable time devising 
laws to further limit the public's right to know 
exactly what their government 'is doing.

Despite sizeable expendi- 
tures for a special road ami 
highway study and over- 
whelming and visible evi- 
dence that something dras- 
tic must be done about high- 
ways in Illinois it appears un- 
likely at this point thai the 
Illinois General - Assembly 
will take meaningful steps lo 
remedy Ihe situation. 

A stale-wide survey of city 
streets, township roads .coun- 
ty and state highways cor- 
roborated earlier assess- 
ments that Illinois roads 
were- in bad shape. 

Follow-up of the survey 
was a recommendation for 
an increase In the slate gas 



The present county net- 
work .of blacktoppcd roads 
was a long time taking shape 
because each year -there had 
to be a few mites of construc- 
tion in certain townships to 
insure approval .of the over- 
all .development program. 
A similar situation would ex- 
ist If the county board went 
to the voters and asked for 
approval of a multi-million 
dollar county bond issue. 

There comes the time in 
the operation of any major 
corporation or enterprise 
when it is economical to bor- 
row money to' accomplish 
tasks that are needed now 
and (his would certainly 
seem to-be the time for the

a im.lll-billjon dollar bond 
issue to get the ball rolling 
on needed construction'. 

Some bills calling for (he 
increase in motor fuel tax" 
have been introduced, but 
there has been considerable 
stalling on passage. 

Now Melvin Amstutz,. Vet- 
era! superintendent of Lake 
County highways, is urging 
passage of legislation which 
would permit . counties to 
rioat a highway construction 
bond issue without a referen- 
dum with' the issue to be 
amortized through the in- 
creased revenue resulting 
from the hoped-for tax 
boost. 

Lake County floated a 
highway bond issue in the 
lt)30's to gel the county out 
or the mud, but this has long 
since been paid off so county 
indebtedness is at a low 
point, even with the bond 
issue for the new county ad- 
ministration building and 
courthouse hanging over the 
taxpayers. 

Amstulz, however, is real- 
ist enough lo know thai se- 
curing approval for a county 
general obligation bond is-

GOP Women 
Oppose 
H.B. 1462 \ 

The Lake County Repub- 
lican Women's Legislative 
Study Club, meeting Mon- 
day, May 1, voted unanimous- 
ly to urge a No vote on H.B. 
14G2, which extends the 
power of the Building Au- 
thority; and House Bills 
1407 through 1517 (Identical 
Senate Bills 1253 through 
12991 which would eliminate 
local Housing Authorities 
and place all powers under 
a State Housing Authority. 

The Women's Club said, 
"We, a group of Republican 
women, are extremely dis- 
tressed that our Republican 
controlled Assembly is a 
party to the further erosion 
of local control, which pas- 
sage of these Bills would 
speed. We find this type of 
legislation inconsistent with 
Hie Republican principles for 
which party members have 
devoted their time, money 
and energy."

said von Osinski. "Its pas- 
sage will cut wailing lists 
everywhere, relievo . over- 
crowding at Lincoln and 
Dixon by transferring resi- 
dents to new facilities in 
their home communities, and 
result in belter care for 
downstale patients" 



The Illinois Bankers Asso- 
ciation will continue to op- 
pose the legalization of 
branch banking In the state, 
according' to a statement re- 
leased following introduc- 
tion in the General Assembly 
of branch banking legisla- 
tion,, backed by two giant 
Chicago loop banks. 

The state's bankers con- 
tend that; "It's the same old 
bill that nobody wans except 
a few big banks. which hun- 
ger to concentrate even fur- 
ther their great financial 
power in Illinois." There is 
no need for branching. 'There 
is no demand for it!. 

The JIIA believes that the 
General Assembly will re- 
ject the' "pressures of the 
'big ^bankers just as they. have 
in the last four sessions when 
^ranching has been- pro- 
posed. The Association re- 
gards branch banking as 
"monupojisttc, since its effect 
is always In reduce the num- 
ber of banl^ and thereby re- 
duce the amount of competi- 
tion in banking. 

A provision in this year's 
bill, prohibiting branching 
n cities Of 5,000 or- less 
which already have a bank, Is 
dismissed by the IBA as an 
obvious ploy to neutralize 
the opposition of some small 
bankers to branching. 

"Tins kind of tactics won't 
work because the vast ma- 
jority of all the- banks in Ihe 
state arc opposed to branch 
banking on Hie basis of their 
concern Tor the "public inter- 
est, and the public interest 
rejects any reliance on prom- 
ises of limitations and con- 
tainment — which, the big 
bankers apparently feel are 
necessary. 

The limitations included in 
this year's version constitute 
an admission by lho< monp- 
oly - minded bankers behind 
branching that ' they have 
their eyes on the big deposits 
in big towns. They don't 
even pretend anymore that 
they want branching to serve 
people in small communities 
— until later in the game." 

Approval of a new, mod- 
ern banking system at the 
November, 1066, general 
election is cited by the IBA 
as evidence that the General 
Assembly, with public ap- 
proval, has already estab- 
lished a set of state banking 
laws that arc considered a 



model for the entire nation. 

"Significant, for-roaching 
changes in the state , banking 
act have just been made;" 
the Association points out, 
"These changes are the di- 
rect * result of recommenda- 
tions made by the Illinois 
Bankers Association',* follow- 
ing an intensive three year 
study, which Included exam- 
ination of banking codes in 
other states, and consultation 
with civic organizations' and 
leading authorities through- 
out. the United States, 

"As a .result of that study, 
the Association agreed,' the 
Legislature concurrred and 
the people confirmed that 
1066 changes in the Banking 
Act represented the most 
thorough-going effort possi- 
ble to give -Illinois the best 
state banking system in .the 
nation. It was the consensus 
that the introduction; of 
branch banking, would be a 
step backward in that effort, 

"Our positive efforts in be- 
half of the new code are con- 
sistent with our traditional 
support f r constructive 
change that contributes to 
progress and that strength- 
ens — not reduces — the com- 
petitive community-orienta- 
tion of banks." 

"It is competition and the 
commitment of banks to the 
community where they are 
located thai, has* enabled the 
Illinois banking system to 
make important contribu- 
tions to, the state's industrial, 
commercial and economic 
leadership." 

"This leadership, accord-

Once 
again, we will have to prove 
that increased bank deposits 
and increased economic ac- 
tivity do not result from 
branch banking; that branch- 
ing results in more branch 
offices but few banks, less 
conpclition and greater con- 
centration of financial pow- 
er. Once more, we will show 
how branching results in less 
personal service and more 
red tape, less innovation and 
more conformity in ser- 
vices."
